The Merriam-Thompson “ go” in Ma- 
sonic temple, Fifty-first street and 
Michigan avenue, almost broke up in a 
free-for-all fight last night.

Then Merriam started. He didn't get 
very far before the row started. The 
Thompson half began to interrupt with 
hissing, cat calls, and booing. 

The climax came when Capt. Mer- 
riam attempted to read the letter writ- 
ten by the late Dr. Sachs of the mu- 
nicipal tuberculosis sanitarium a few 
hours before he took his own life. 


Hissing and Cat Calls. 

A wild uproar started. Women and 
girls joined in the hissing and cat calls.

The state commission corresponds to 
the federal council, or second chamber.

we call civilized shall be destroyed; 
that banks shall be looted of all cash, 
and all debts, public and private, re- 
pudiated; that marriage shall be out- 
jawed and free love become the rule. 
Bolshevism is class war pure and 
smple. The bolsheviki are quite 
ready for assassination on a wholesale 
scale; they are prepared to extermi- 
nate the whole so-called bourgeois 
class, including everybody who owns 
the least bit of property, if that is 
necessary Ao get what they want. 

What they want is everything. 


Set Up Jungle Law. | 
Bolsheviks have reduced life to a 
basis of tooth and talon.

All due consideration must be shown 
the wives of soldiers serving with the 
American Expeditionary Forces, but 
on the other hand the soldier’s wife 
must not take undue advantage of the 
situation.

DO WORSE THAN NOTHING DENT. 

Mr. Dent has reported another military bill to 
the house of representatives. Mr. Dent is chairman 
of the house committee on military affairs. If 
William Hohenzollern were elected honorary presi- 
dent of an Armenian relief society the irony would 
be no greater. Herr Hohenzollern cares as much 
about the Armenians as Mr. Dent cares about the 
American army. 

The indifference of Mr. Hohenzollern to the 
Armenians and Herr Dent to the Americans—of 
Herr Hohenzollern and Mr. Dent to the Armenians 
and the Americans—is profound in both cases, but 
Herr Hohenzollern, having had something to do 
with the Armenians, no longer has anything to do 
with them, and Mr. Dent, having had something 
to do with the Americans, continues to have quite 
as much if not a great deal more to do. | 

Mr. Dent has reported from his committee an 

army bill. When Mr. Dent hands an army bill to 
the house of representatives something later hands 
a bill to the American people. They have just paid 
one. 
Mr. Dent's army bill is something less than was 
recommended by Secretary Baker. Mr. Baker asked 
for the worst thing that he as a pacifist could think 
of. Mr. Dent, having a peculiar genius for making 
a bad thing worse, made Mr. Baker’s worst thing 
worse. | 

In this respect Mr. Dent is a genius. He has 
more than talent. We might pick out a number 
of men in congress whose instinct for bad military 
policies is infallible. But there is only one Dent. 
To the congressional instinct for error he adds a 
superlative genius in error. We doubt if another 
man in congress could take one of Mr. Baker’s 
ideas and make it worse, but Mr. Dent can do so. 

Because Mr. Baker is a pacifist he is the secretary 
of the department in the American government 
which manages the army. Because Mr. Dent can 
make Mr. Baker’s worst schemes incredibly worse 
than they were when they came from Mr. Baker 
he is chairman of the house committee on military 
affaires. 

It's a system. 

The situation at present is about as follows: 
The United States now has, for the first time since 
the civil] war, an army which not only has defended 
the security of the United States but which could, 
if it were kept, under universal] service, as a going 
concern, guarantee the security of the United 
States. This army is being demobilized. It is evap- 
orating. The men in it ought to be discharged. 
Under universal service the army would remain. 


them. 

There are emergency requirements which demand 
that for the time being a st@pecap be found. The 
Baker-Dent bill is to provide that stop-gap. It is, 
to permit the demobilization of the army and to 
make possible the return of the United States to 
its unprotected state. 

The whole purpose of the bill is to serve an 


some other generation, not only an emergency but 
a calamitous danger. ; 

It provides for a military establishment of 538,588 
men. This is a temporary army, to be raised by 
voluntary enlistments for periods of one year or of 
three years. It is to carry the United States over 
the uncertainties of demobilization, of occupying 
European territory, of reconstruction, ete. Then it 
is to evaporate.. It is to be destroyed. 

The United States will have no military policy. 
It will have no adequate army. It will not have 
taken advantage of its experiences. It is now a first 
class power. It is the idea of Mr. Baker and Mr. 
Dent that it must return as rapidly as possible to 
the Chinese level. 

To make assurance of this doubly sure, the paci- 
fists and army haters who administer the military. 
affairs and legislate for the army have not only 
devised a plan for a stop-gap army which can be 
melted over night but they have provided for the 
destruction of the general staff, which ought to be 
the directing genius of an efficient organization, 
and have provided for a return to administration 
by bureau chiefs.

From such sources should come another high re- 
solve that the security of the United States shall 
not be at the disposal of men such as Dent, but that 
the United States shall, by the training of its citl- 
zens, prevent the misuse of other Americans in 
other years. 

This army bill was a calamity when it came 
from Baker, and Dent made it a calamitous scan- 
dal. We shall have no military policy. In a few 
years we shall have no army. In later years we 
may have a war, an avoidable one, and not avoid it 
because conspicuously we have nothing to fight it 
with. Dent ought to be a Chinaman and braid a 
pigtail on top of his head. Baker ought to have a 
joss and burn incense before it. ;

“My paramount object is to save the union.” 

We Americans will never have done following 
after champions: it is a trait of democracies: we 
follow them, applaud them, trample some under 
foot, shoulder some aside, elevate some in the 
crush of the moment only to drop them presently; 
and.once in a generation we place one among the 
idols of the nation. „

If these new ideals possess our minds utterly, 
as indeed they must to swerve us from the spirit 
of Lincoln, then our champion of “government of 
the people, by the people, for the people,” is void 
in our memory; the idol’s feet are clay, and we 
bear our wreaths to the newer sarcophagus. | 

Governments are no stronger than the willing- 
ness of the people to die for them; champions only 
powerful as symbols; symbols no stronger than 
those who su to them. eo 


Lincoln is the symbol of the union; and so long | 
as American minds cleave to the ideals of the 


United States, yield no part to transient cham- 
pions of doctrinarianism, and hold America the 
exemplar of the sovereignties we shall not deflect 
from the spirit of that union. 

* Lincoln's is a union that men have clamored for 
the privilege of dying for. What greater fealty 
can human devotion allege than this. The union 
is subscribed to by the lives of men freely offered. 
What super American sign shall we ask, what 
champion shall we follow after so that we may 
be assured of nobler sacrifices? Shall we trade 
our immortal souls for some new quality of justice 
that does not now reside in us, but that assurance 
gays will be ours for the asking? 

The union of Lincoln is strong because Amer- 
icans will die in its defense, in defense of its in- 
stitutions of liberty, equality, and justice; but 
what strange multi-patriot is this who sustains 
two, aye, a dozen sovereignties with his blood? 
Lives there such a breed? It is not humanly 
possible. 
Citizens there are who prefer to waste voice 
support of some rejected fatherland rather than 
applaud this haven of ours they fied to; toward 
these our duty lies: to teach them that when they 
are glad to die for America they will have ceased 
to prate of the sovereign from whom they fled to 
keep from dying. 

But at least we may say for them that they fied 

a worse symbol for our better one; fled something 
they would not die for. Shall we say of ourselves 
that we fly from one we gladly protect with our 
lives to one whose value in point of. sacrifice we 
are at least dubious about? 
There is no doubt about what we will do for 
America. Is there a new champion among us 
who can show us a better cause—a more sacred 
altar? If so, the memories of Lincoln that are 
twined in the hearts of men will relax and fall 
away and give place to a super-adoration of sym- 
bols that are not yet clear in our minds. 

There is no question of what Lincoln stood for. 
When we lay a wreath upon his tomb we know 
the symbol we are subscribing to; there is no 
velled promise, no whispered bargainings; it is the 
American union. If you know in your soul that 
you are willing to give a life to sustain it, think 
much before raising new champions. 


THE LEAGUE TO ENFORCE PEACE. 

An association of American patriots, among 
whom William Howard Taft is the most conspicu- 
ous, has been in Chicago giving publicity to a dis- 
cussion of the prospects of the United States in a 
new world order. These men are beyond reproach 
as to their Americanism. We may have doubts 
when their hopes and plans are brought forward, 
but no doubts as to their purpose. Many of them 
were from universities and colleges, and when 
thought comes from such sources we find a tend- 
ency toward abstraction and away from reality. 
The American government is headed by a man

Of all the men who have devoted themselves to 
the idea of the international league, we believe 
Mr. Taft has best kept his feet on the ground and 
his eyes on reality. The fact that Theodore Roose- 
velt could find something advantageous in Mr.

“There can be no world war in the next fifty 
years unless people starting it first make certain 
that, Great Britain or the United States will back 
them with men and money and ships. Therefore 
an alliance between the United States and Great 
Britain would insure the peace of the world. 

Great Britain is willing and anxious for such 
an alliance provided the American people are 
ready to pay the price. That price is the assump- 
tion by the United States of half the ‘white man’s 
burden’ in various parts of the world, the control 
and inspection of Constantinople, the straits, and 
most of the near east, including Asia Minor, for 
one thing and as an example. That means armies 
and navies over here forever, I should think. 
There will also be other United States spheres of 
influence, such as Mexico. re, 

“In other words, if we expect to take a chief 
hand in rearranging the map of the world we must 
be willing to accept a large responsibility for keep- 
ing the world in order. 1 

“This is the British view and it seems to me 
perfectly logical and sound. It is the only kind 
of a league the British believe in, as nearly as I 
can find out, except as a rhetorical gesture. If 
the American people are not ready to take a work- 
ing oar, I fear they will find themselves in a some- 
what humiliating position when the conference is 
over. 

“Military authorities insist that it is tmpor- 
tant that we get our troops out of Europe as soon 
as possible. Else there is fear of constantly in- 
creasing friction, even with our allies, and we

ROME, Feb. 10, via Patis, Feb. 11.— The first 
thing that strikes a traveler journeying from 
France to Italy is the difference in the amount of 
foods. Italy evidently ie on short rations. If food 
is to be had at all in any country the best hotels 
and restaurants always have it. In Paris and 
most of the large cities of France, except for a few 
items, such as butter and sugar, one would hardly 
know there was a shortage of the necessaries of 
life unless he regarded the prices as an indication 
of it. 

But on being handed a menu in the best hotels 
in Italy the French voyageur is inclined to raise 
his eyes to the waiter and ask: “Is this all?“ 

i — 


Usually the bill of fare contains not more than 
four items, which are surrounded by the white 
expange of the rest of the card, making them look 
like so many blackberries in a of milk. 4 

For dinner there is soup, fish, a course of inferior 
oat, and, for dessert, fruit and nuts. Sometimes 
there is macaroni, although it is said to be very 
scarce and frequently unobtainable by the poor. 

In one respect the hotel guests are better off than 
in France, for sugar is served—sparingly, to be 
sure, only about 4 teaspoonful of granulated sugar. 

Fresh meat is allowed once a day four times a 
week, and to supply this deficiency there are many 
made-over dishes containing meat or fish. 


— 


Cornmeal is much used, but they do not seem 


mush. 

Prices are practically as high as in Paris, but 
there is a check on the reckless and he is not able 
to get as many dishes as he might like and, there 
fore, cannot spend as much. 

Rooms in the best hotels in Rome and the other 
large cities cost from $3 for those without a bath 
to $5 and upward for those with bath. The hotels 
are permitted to charge $1 extra per room per day 
for heat, which you pay for but, likely as not, don’t 
get. As there lately has been weather colder than 
ordinary for the season, this caused some com- 
plaints. 

Neither butter nor confiture is served in the 
hotels or restaurants, but you may have honey 
with your bread at breakfast or buy a jar of con- 
fiture and keep it in your room, | 

It is rumored that one reason for the shortage of 
food is the lack of proper distribution; ‘that large 
quantities of foodstuffs are at the ports unloaded. 
I had no opportunity to investigate the truth of 
this further than to ask in a large newspaper of- 
fice, where they said they knew nothing of it and 
believed it to be untrue. 


Everywhere in Italy the greatest fondness for 
Americans is shown. I was told by many valiant 
soldiers that their men and the Americans got on 
splendidly together. Everywhere there is gratitude | 
for the American participation in the war and for 
the efforts of the Red Cross. 

When I told a beautiful girl in the north of Italy 
that she looked like an American college girl I was | 
informed by others in the room that I could have 
paid her no greater compliment, as all the Itanlan 
girls admired the American girls and were pleased 
to be like them. 

I was told at the same time that the Italian men 
preferred the American girls to their own, which, 
in view of the loveliness to be seen everywhere in 
Italy, is a splendid tribute to the American girls. 
One cannot help gaining the impression from con- 


country that there now is intellectual and social 
sympathy between the Italians and Americans and 
that they are more likely to see and do things alike 
than one would perhaps suppose. :

THE POWER OF WILL. 
ISCUSSION of questions of mental 
hygiene in this space is one of my 
functions. Theodore Roosevelt 
tells us that as a youth he was 
not only frail physically but that spirit- 
ually he was timid and diffident. Appar- 
ently he did not mingle with other chil- 


ist. 

It is a far cry from the timid lad 
Roosevelt, the impaler of insects, the 
seeker of birds nests, and Roosevelt, the 
two fisted fighter, thd courageous, bold, 


loved or admived of all men, the shrewd- 
est politician and the keenest judge of 
men and political tendencies of his day. 
The transition is almost unthinkable. 
How did it come about? Or, rather, how 
did he bring it about, for in the spiritual 
as in the physical field Roosevelt lifted 
himself by his own bootstraps. 

He says in his autobiography: “ Hav- 


is frightened as 
fight. The proper course to fol 
keep such a grip on himself that 


has been kept up for a certain length of 
time it gives away to reality. A man 
can acquire fearlessness by practice. 
This sentiment young Roosevelt read and 
resolved to apply to his own case. At 
frst there were all sorts of things he 
feared, but “by acting as if I was not 
afraid I gradually ceased to be afraid.” 

Early in his career his physical short- 
comings made him timid in spirit. 
he grew physically stronger he became 
more courageous mentally and spiritual- 
ly. In each instance his physical state 
reflected itself in his spiritual state. To 
this a certain part ot the transition in 
Theodore Roosevelt is ascribed. A cere 
tain other part is ascribed as indicated 


ing. 


A third factor was day dreaming. He 
says:: Let him dream about being a 
fearless man and the more he dreams the 
better he will be, always provided he 
does his best to realize the dream in 
practice.“ In an earlier chapter he re- 
fers to himself in his early youth as 
having béen a day dreamer. | 
The only part of these quotations with 
which the thinking man will have any 
quarrel is that referring to day dreams. 
Day dreaming often is a powerful source 
of mental harm. It makes its subjects 
impracticable and unsocial. It harms 
judgment and capacity for determining 
values. And yet it seems to me that it 
must have been a considerable factor in 
converting the butterfly hunter into one 
of the great world powers.

“Seven years itch” is dus to an animal 
parasite. It is contagious. An epidemic 
of itch can be cured if every one afflicted will 
go at curing himself vigorously and intelli- 
gently. Index of Treatment says: PN far 
the best treatment is the old fashioned one 
of sulphur ointment. But it is not enough to 
apply it in a perfunctory manner twice daily. 
In the severe cases it is generally necessary 
to keep the patient freely anointed with oint- 
ment day and night for three days, while spe- 
cig! attention should be paid to the hands. 
A good method is to soak the patient in a 
hot sulphur bath, then scrub him with soft 
soap and dot water, using a nail brush on 
the infected patches. Then soak him for 
an hour in the hot sulphur water. Dry, rub 
in sulphur ointment.” 

Underclothing worn while infected must 
boiled.

N the spring of 1889 I was appointed 
| by President Harrison civil service 


commissioner. For nearly five 

vears I had not been very active 
in political life; although I had done 
pompa routine work in, the organization 
and had made campaign speeches, and 
in 1886 had run for mayor of New 
York against Abram S. Hewitt, Demo- 
crat, and Henry — independent, 

d had been defeated. 
er served six years as civil service 
commissioner—four years under Presi- 
dent Harrison and then two years 
under President Cleveland. I was 
treated by both presidents with the 
utmost consideration. 

Civil service reform had two sides. 
There was, first, the effort to secure 
a more efficient administration of the 
public service, and, second, the even 
more important effort to withdraw the 
administrative offices of the govern- 
ment from the domain of spoils politics, 
and thereby cut out of American polit- 
ical life a fruitfal source of corruption 
and degradation. 


Theory of Spoils Politics. 

The spoils theory of politics is that 
public office is so much plunder which 
the victorfous political party is en- 


Bis 


adherents. Under this system the work 
of the government was often done 
well, even in those days, when civil 
service reform was only an experiment, 
because the man running an office, if 
himself an able and far-sighted man, 
knew that inefficiency in administra- 
tion would be visited on his head in the 
long run, and therefore insisted upon 
most of his subordinates doing good 
work: and, moreover, the men appoint- 
ed under the spoils system were neces- 
sarily men of a certain initiative and 
power, because those who lacked these 
qualities were not able to shoulder 
themselves to the front. 

Yet there were many flagrant in- 
stances of inefficiency, where a power- 
ful chief quartered friend, adherent, 
or kinsman upon the government. 
Moreover, the necessarily haphazard 
nature of the employment, the need 
of obtaining and holding the office by 
service wholly unconnected with offi: 
cial duty, inevitably tended to lower ; 
the standard of public morality, alike 
among the officeholders and among the 
politicians who rendered party service 
with the hope of reward in office. , 

Indeed, the doctrine that “ To the vic- 
tot belong the spoils,” the cynical bat- 
‘la cry of the spoils politician in Amer- 
.ca for the sixty years preceding my 
own entrance into public life, is so 
nakedly vicious that few right thinking 
men of trained mind defend it. To ap- 


. point, promote, reduce, and expel from 


‘the public service letter carriers,. ste- 
nographers, women typewriters, clerks, 
because of the politics of themselves or 
‘heir friends, without regard to their 
own service, is, from the standpoint of 
ihe people at large, as foolish and de- 
grading, as it is wicked. 


tem Hard to Uproot. 
„ euch being the case, it would seem 


at first sight extraordinary that it 
should be so diffigult to uproot the 
system. Unfortunately, it was permit- 
ted to become habitual and tradttional 


in American life, so that the concep- 


tion of public office as something to be 
used primarily for the good of the 


dominant political party became in- 


grained in the mind of the average 
American, and he grew.so accustomed 
to the whole process that it seemed 
part of the order of nature. Not mereiy 
the politicians but the bulk of the 
people accepted this in a matter of 
course way as the only proper attitude. 

There were plenty of communities 


where the citizens themselves did not 


think it natural, or, indeed, proper, 


that the postoffice should be held by a 


man belonging to the defeated party. 
Moreover, unless both sides were for- 


bidden to use the offices for purposes 


of political reward, the side that did 


use them possessed such an advantage 


over the other that in the long fun it 


was out of the question for the other 
not to follow the bad example that had 


been set. Each party profited by the 
offices when in power, and when in op- 


Position each party insincerely de- 


nounced its opponents for doing exact- 


ly what it itself had dene and intended 


again to do. 


Need Training of Citizens. 


It was necessary, in order to remedy 
the evil, both gradually to change the 
average citizen's mental attitude to- 
ward the question and also to secure 


Proper laws and proper administration 


of the laws. The work is far from fin- 
ished even yet. There are still masses 
‘of officeholders who can be used by 
an unscrupulous administration to de 
Hauch political conventions and fraud - 
ulently overcome public sentiment, 


especially in the “rotten borough” 


districts—those where the party is not 
strong, and where the officeholders in 
consequence have a disproportionate 
influence. 

This was done by the Republican ad- 


ministration in 1912, to the ruin of the 


Republican party. Moreover, there are 
numbers of states and municipalities 
where very little has as yet been done 
to do away with the spoils system. But 
in the national government scores of 
thousands of offices have been put 
under the mérit system, chiefly through 
the action of the national civil service 
commission. 

The use of government offices as 
patronage is a handicap difficult to 
overestimate from the standpoint of

ment. Any effort for reform of any 
sort, national, state, or municipal, re- 
sults in the reformers immediately find- 
ing themselves face to face with an 
organized band of drilled mercenaries 
who are paid out of the public chest 
to train themselves with such skill 
that ordinary good citizens when they 


the position of militia matched against 
regular troops. 

Yet these citizens themselves support 
and pay their opponents in such a way 
that they are drilied to overthrow the 
very men who support them. Civil 
service reform is designed primarily 
to give the average American citizen 
a fair chance in politics, to give to 
this citizen the same weight in politics 
that the “ ward heeler” has. 


Patronage Bad for Party. 
Patronage does not really help a 


trol of the machinery of the party— 
as in 1912 was true of the Republican 
party—but it does not help the party. 
On the average, the most sweeping 
party victories in our history have 
been won when the patronage was 
against the victors. All that the patron- 
age does is to help the worst element 
in the party retain control of the party 
organization. Two of the evil elements 
in our omg tg against which good 
citizens have tb contend are, first, the 
lack of continuous activity on the part 
of these good citizens themselves, and, 
second, the ever present activity of 
those who have only an evil self- 
interest in political life. . 


It is difficult to interest the average 
citizen in any particular movement to 
the degree of getting him to take an 
efficient part in it. He wishes the 
movement well, but he will not, or 
often cannot, take the time and the 
trouble to serve it efficitntly; and this 
whether he happens to be a mechanic 
or a banker, a telegraph operator or a 
storekeeper. He has his own interests, 
his own business, and it is difficult for 
him to spare the time to go around to 
the primaries, to see to the organiza- 
tion, to see to getting out the vote—in 
short, to attend to all the thousand de- 
tails of political management. 

On the other hand, the spoils system 
breeds a class of men whose financial 
interest it is to take this necessary time 
and trouble. They are paid for so 
doing, and they are paid out of the 
public chest. Under the spoils system 
a man is appointed to an ordinary 
clerical or ministerial position in the 
municipal, federal, or state govern- 
ment, not primarily because he is ex. 
pected to bé a good servant, but be. 
cause he has rendered help to some 
big boss or to the henchman of some 
big boss. His stay in office depends not 
upon how he performs service but upon 
how he retains his influence in the

SCOTT NEARING

New York, Feb. 11.—Government 
charges of conspiracy to obstruct the

“The Great Madness.” 

On motion of Seymour Stedman, 
chief counsel for the defense, Judge 
Mayer dismissed the first two of the 
four counts in the indictment charging 


conspiracy to cause insubordination 
and conspiracy to obstruct enrollment 
in the armed forces of the United 


States. The remaining counts alleging:

The waters in which dried peaches, 
— es, and other dried fruits 
are soaked may replace the morning 


orange juice. Dried peaches soaked | ; 


in water to cover will in twelve hours 
~ yield a palatable fruit juice, and if 
left for twenty-four the liquid around 

them will generally be “ke a sirup 
without any cooking whatsoever and 
can be used with carbonated or mineral 
waters. 

Dried fruit must first be inspected 
carefully, and any defects cut out. 
Then rinse and finally let stand in 
water a few minutes before giving 
‘peaches a genuine washing, handling 
each piece. After that give them 

another rinsing. Then put to soak. | 

The soaked halves of peaches may be 
used in most of the ways in which 

“<“"resh peaches are used. Fried in but- 
ter with a little sugar, as we cook 
prunes sometimes, they have much the 
flavor and tone of fresh peaches cooked 
in the same way. 

Soaked peaches cooked and put 
through a strainer may then be made 
- {nto a delicious conserve or marma- 
“mae.” 

With whipped cream and soft cus- 
tard this marmalade makes a pleasing 
‘sweet. It is a rather thrifty dessert. 
Three-fourths of a cup of sugar and 
the same amount of water, generally 
that in which the peaches were soaked 
er cooked, is sufficient for half a pound

M. J. Cleary, insurance commissioner 
of Wisconsin, addressed the Fire Insur- 
| ance club of Chicago in the auditorium 
of the Insurance Exchange last night | 


on “Insurance Conditions as I View 
Commissioner Cleary dwelt 
especially on the encroachments of 
state and government insurance in the 
field of private enterprise. He re- 
called the progress made in recent 
years by state compensation funds; the 
suggestion that the government should 
extend its insurance for soldiers and 
sailors to the civilian population, and 
the request of the federal farm loan 
board that that it be permitted to is- 
sue insurance on the properties on 
which it made loans. 

Commissioner Cleary held that this 
was not @ proper function of the gov- 
ernment, but that those interested in 
preserving the American theory of gov- M 
ernment against socialistic 
should meet them, not by calling their 
advocates bolshevists, but by sound 
argument and superior service. He 
also pointed out the opportunity of 
American insurance in foreign flelds, in 
view of the trade expansion which will 
follow the war, and recommended that 
the state and national restrictions 
which hamper the free operation of in- 
surance Should be relaxed, to enable 
it to take its proper part in promoting 
foreign commerce. A musical program 
and other entertainment was provided.
